The clay comes

adjoining the works. It is dumped intoa 
roomin the rough, where it goes into a 
crusher, and the clods ground up. It 
goes thence into a second crusher, where 
it is ground into a fine powder. The 
povder pours out into an elevating belt, 
much like belts which carry wheat in a 
flour mill, and is carried thence to the 
presses,. These presses were patented by 
ihe company, and are the only ones in the 
— ry wiffeh make brick by both an up- 

ard and a downward pressure. The 
aoe ssure, which is immense, is brought 
about by a screw, and two brick are made 
at each impression. The powdered clay, 
pertectly dry and without any mixing of 
chemicals, save in the brown brick, pours 
into the mows from the elevating belt. 
First the upward pressure is put on, then the 
downward, and the brick comes out, smooth, 
hard, true as a die and ready for the kiln. 

The kilns are a puciliar arrangement 
built of fire brick. They are circular in 
form, about 20 feet in beight and have a 
roof shaped likeadome: The brick are 
carefully arranged in the kilns, and the 
fire is built all around at the bottom of the 
kiln. The flues are so arranged that the 
heat passes up between two walis that run 
all around the kiln, coming out on top of 
the pile of brick. It then filters down 
through the apertures of the pile and en- 
ters a flue at the bottom and in the center 
of the kiln, and then goes 
ground to the air. By this arrangement 
eyery brick is exposed to the heat, and the 
burning is ever The process of burn- 
ing is a delicate one, and requires.con- 
siderable skiil. Thecovered kilns give an 
evenness of temparature that an gpen kiln 
could not. In fact they are nOthing more 
than

in which the brick are practically baked. 
The company now have four in operation, 
each wee capacity of 55,000 to 40,000 
brick as just been completed, 
which will hold 100,000, 

The pressed brick are made in two quall- 
ties, the bright red and the brown... The 
red present a beautiful color, and brick men 
say that some coloring must be used to 
obtain such a shade, but the workmen say 
they use Swen and are willing to show 
the clay throu all its operations. The 
brown brick contain a chemical which is 
mixed with the clay as it is pulverized. 
These are burned longer and harder than 
the red, and command a beiter price. Whea 
used in the front of a building they give a 
0 effect,in relieving the monotony of 
color. 

Preegsed brick are made in innumerable 
designs, some of them very intricate. Many 
contractors ordér designs of their own, and 
thecompany make the die in their own 
miaehine shops. These shops are under 
good machinists, and they manufacture 
theirown presses, and in fact, al other 
machinery now used by the company. 

The manufacture of terra cotta is secret 
toan extent. The same clay is used as for 


the pressed brick, and is crush im the 
sanie way, but eertain chemicalis“are mixed 
with the clay before it is ready for the 


molds. Each factory has a ditferent process 
of preparing the clay, The molds are pre- 
pared in plaster paris, by a man who is all 
an artist and something of a sculptor. He 
draws his designs, then molds them in the 
softclay, and then takes the plaster paris 
mold from that. When the design comes 
out of the mold, it is put 

IN A COOL PLACE, 
thoroughly protected from the weather and 
allowed a week or two to getdry. Then 
ey are transferred to the kiln for burn- 
ing. In the kiln they are carefully ar- 
ranged in shelves made of fire-proof brick 
and delicately subjected to the burning 
process. ‘They come out of the kiln almost 
perfect and simply require a little dressing 
around the rough corners. In addition to 
the regular process of burning, Mr. Le 
Jeune, the designer, has invented a simple 
process of semi-glazing the outer surface of 
the ornaments, making them entirely im- 
pervious to water and giving a beiter and 
more permanent wear, 

The works have recently opened up 
another branch ta the establishment. That 
\ is the manufacture of a hollow brick, it may 
be calied, for dead walls and tire-proof 
walls. The article is Square and .abouta 
foot and a half long, with two apertures 
running through it lengthwise.” It can be 
used in walls, and plastering can be put on 
without laths, and it can be used between 
floors to deaden sound. The apertures 
being fullofairrender a wali practically 
fire proof, and its value in making dead 
floors can be readily seen. ‘These are the 
first manufactured in this part of the coun- 
try, and the company claim great things 
tor them. 

The business of the company has been 
good from the start. The brick they manu- 
facture are superior, so brickmen say, to 
any other made in the United States, and 
the terra cotta is pertect, and the pieces 
ring clear as steel.

FERNANDO. 


we Rescued Manuscript By One of Its 
Founders — Kxtracts Therefrom — 
athe Death of Father Kstevan— 
His Strange Career.

The death of Father Estevan infused 
the mission with exceeding gloom. It 
was so sudden and unexpected. Be- 
cause of theextreme regularity of bis 
habits, his absence from the morning 
repast provoked the superior of the 
order to burry to the dormitory.

rude pallet with closed eyes, his breaths

fruits of his depredations. In her 
puerile ways and incoherent prattle she 
seemed, in some measure, to recipro- 
cate this devotion. As she advanced 
into womanhood ber form, slender and 
undulating as. a serpent, developed 
into symmetry, and her features 
into pleasing regularity, and it 
seemed very hard that her oval 
face and iow but somewhat broad 
forehead and large and_ well- 
formed mouth and red and moist 
and smiling lips should be disfigured 
by leaden eyelids drooping over vacuous 
and lustreless orbs.. She was very 
prone to gaudy aitire, which the 
gratuities of her brother enabled her to 
secure. In her diseased vanity she was 
constantly threading the thorough- 
fares, mistaking for admiration the 
earnest gaze attracted by her vacillat- 
ing steps and strange costume. She 

s sacred from harm, however, be- 
cause the people knew and pitied the 
forlorn and witless creature. 

His term of imprisonment having 
expired, the brother returned to his 
former haunts and, trailing up his old 
companions to his unhallowed courses. 
Though steeped in crime to his lips, 
and with the brand of infamy burnt 
into his shoulder, there was no diminu- 
tion in his regard for his daft sister. 
As in former days, he would make 
stealthy visits to her apartment and 
repeat his affectionate caresses and 
commune with her in the gibberish 
which he alone understood, and lavish 
upon her his stolen accretions. 

Upon her disappearance for several 
days, he queried a neighbor and learned 
that the parents had driven her with 
blows from their doorway, and that a 
most frightful calumny was in circula- 
tion,. After a harassing seach of sey- 
eral weeks’ duration he found her, one 
dark and stormy night, sitting on the 
stone steps of the cathedral, emaciated 
as a skeleton, and rocking her body to 
and fro and crooning a wierd lullaby to 
a dead and naked baby she was folding 
to her bosom.

Out of the murky 
retrospection there glimmered buta 
single light as astar. It was when his 
mother* rescued him fora brief time 
from the ragged and pilfering compan- 
ions of his early childhood, and ex- 
changed his squalid garb for neat and 
cleanly attire, and pressed him into his 
first and only communion; and he re- 
called, with a somewhat tender emo- 
tion, his excellent resolves and virtuous 
conduct during that short period—and 
the recollection seemed to soften his 
heart, and, for a while, to lessen the 
mountain weight of remorseful an- 
guish. 

Father Antonio pauses at this point 
of the narrative to enlarge at consider- 
able length upon the mysterious con- 
formation and strange caprices of 
human memory. The good reader 


‘must pardon a brief extract from his 


disquisition: 

‘To me,’’ he writes, ‘‘the concjusion 
is irresistible that each impression 
that enters the mind at any period of 
existence remains there permanently 
and inextricable until dissolution of 
the mortal frame; and that the idea 
evolved therefrom and the engendered 
associations are equally of life-long 
duration. A valuable picture has been 
tossed by an inappreciative owner into 
a room devoted to household debris. A 
new proprietor of the premises stum- 
bles npon this work of art, and brushes 
away the accumulated dust and webs, 
and furbishes» it into pristine 
beauty. And s0 it is that 
thoughts which have slept in depth 
and marsh for long years are 
frequently aroused by sheerest acci- 
dent. Sudden fears have been known 
to equipa whole battalion of long-buried 
remjniscences. Crude philosophers 
attribute this anomoly to rapidity of 
thought. ‘They should reflect that not 
only surface memories flash through 
the mind, but that the mental ocean is 
in dire commotion, and heaves from its 
abysms argosies of moral and intel- 
lectual operations which the startled 
being supposed had escaped him for- 
ever. In childhood’s day a sweet song 
at twilight has entered the subtlest 
windings of the soul. Years speedon, 
and the middle-aged traveler, with a. 
heart of granite, hears the same mel- 
ody upon a distant shore, and it evokes 
at once a myriad of “tender memories, 
and recalls a myriad of early associ- 
ations which the stern and callous man 
believed were long ago brushed from 
his soul. As he journeys on a landscape 
breaks upon his view. He experiences 
at first a sensation of confusion and 
pain. It is only the machinery of 
memory in active operation with its 
revolving wheels and clicking cogs. 
Then flashes upon the eye of his mind 
the vale of his boyhood, with its 
meandering stream, and the old home- 
stead, and a world of youthful juysand 
petuiances. That song and that land- 
scape have disentombed the Pompeii 
and Herculaneum of the Past. Each 
reviving memory 18 surrounded with 
the dense foliage of old and accom- 
panying thought. His poor brain is 
near crazed with the fecundity of 

ushing recollections. It must be that 
ideas and perceptions that have once 
éntered into and disturbed the mind 
become the ineradicable substance of 
that mind. When extreme old age is 
upon us,and gray hairs are around 
the heart as upon the brow, oblivions 


of the present ,the soul disports with 


tal vision in animate panorama. An 
awtul countenance frowned upon him 
irom the skies. Hideous phantoms 
fluated around him, venting hisses and 
curses. He was close to the mouth of 
the bottomless pit, and he inhaled its 
stench and was scorched with its fire. 
Mocking fiends protruded from the 
lurid flames and nervously snatched at 
his soul. He had bartered away his 
birthright as Esau. Upon his brow 
wus the brand of Cain. Upon him 
rested the eternal ban of the unpar- 
donable sin. His day of pardon and 
grace had passed. away. e had no 
share in the benefits of redemption— 
no part in the great sacrifice. He 
envied the brute, and even the stones 
that encircled his dismal cell, because 
they were not subjects of God’s wrath. 

In a night of universal horror, with 
his aching soul darkened by the 
shadow of. death, and his exhausted 
faculties fast gliding into delirium, a 
voice soft as a zephyr and melting asa 
caress stole upon his ears: ‘Be of 
eee heart, poor, despairing one; it is 

fary the mother of the Savior who 
now comes to your relief. The earnest 
prayers of your loving sister in the 
skies have won the grace. God pities 
and forgives.”’ 

For many days the rays of heaven 
struggled through a disturbing medium. 
They reached him refracted, dulled 
and discolored by the thick gloom that 
had settled upon his soul. They were 
sufficiently clear to guide, but too dim 
tocheer. Itis not surprising that his 
lowe and adoration of the immaculate 
mother became at once a religion. He 
went to Jesus through Mary, whom 
Jesus obeyed on earth. Toher he bent 
bis Knees in constant supplication. 
Why should she not retain in heaven 
the parental. power bestowed by Na- 
ture, and which she exercised and en- 
joyed on earth? He believed her tle 
dispensator of the spiritual treasures of 
her son, the human tie between heaven 
and earth, the intermediary of all 
grace and mercy, It was not long be- 
fore the murky clouds of doubt and 
fear broke entirely away. In their dis- 
persion came peace and serenity, and 
a cheerful confidence ‘in the mercy 
of God and the propitiation. 

Determined to retrieve a life hitherto 
fruitless, except in evil thoughts and 
wicked deeds, he betook himself with 
utmost zeal and assiduity to the drudg- 
ery of elementary studies. Conquer- 
ing these, he soon passed into severer 
scholastic pursuits, and at last into 
theological acquisition. There was no 
peaen in his greed for information. 

lis vigorous genius, as a long-slumber- 
ing soil.awakened into teeming pro- 
diuction, and his fervent spirit of devo 
tion, accompanied with unruffled cheer- 
fulness and unaffected humility, se- 
cured him the love and admiration of 
the entire monastic community. He 
was their constant arbiter in the 
wrangles and acerbities that enter into 
ecclesiastic as well as secular societies. 
A living concordance of the Old and 
New Testaments, and versed in the 
traditions of the church and the teach- 
ings of the early fathers, he had be- 
come their appellate tribunal in the 
collision of dogmas and scriptural ob- 
scurities. 

At length the time arrived for his 
priestly ordination. It must be con- 
fessed that the Superior, who alone 
was cognizant of his former depravity 
and his subsequent struggles for atone- 
ment, was amd#zed and confounded at 
the exultant and even rapturous tem- 
per with which he entered upon cere- 
monies the most solemn and oppressive 
of Mother Church. Instead of sbrink- 
ing timidity and oppressive gravity 
and sombre apprehension so usual on 
such: occasions, he manifested rather 
the joy of a bridegroom about to em- 
bark upon an ocean of delight. But 
there was no cause for. astonishment. 
It is true the approaching services 
would obligate him to the repression of 
all‘carnal desires and wordly dspira- 
tions, to the abnegatiof of all personal 
liberty and to ceaseless and zealous 
care tor souls, but would not such re- 
straint and fulfilled duty afford oppor- 


divine condemning them to the garrote, and 


the large amount of reward offered for 
their apprehension. Immediately upon 
its perusal Father Estevan leit the 
monastery, and continued absent for 
quite a length of time. Upon his re- 
turn, accompanied by his patient, now 
completely restor to health, he 
started away for his old mountain re- 
treat. Upor their arrival the two were 
welcomed with every manifestation of 
joy on the part of their former associ- 
ates. Thev had indulged in the 
belief that their former chieftain, 
straying away, in the delirium of fever, 
had been precipitated and had per- 
ished in some dark and inaccessible 
ravine.

He hoped, from 
their old association and friendship, 
they would accord him a patient hear- 
ing. If, upon the conclusion, they 
should decide he had entertained to- 
ward them the least unkindness, or bad 
done them, the slightest wrong, he 
would meekly submit to any infliction 


they might impose. It was then in 
melancholy tone he adverted in brief 
to his precocious vagabondism—a de- 
baucbed father, and a mother alternat- 
ing her treatment between caresses 
and blows; with no guide or cheer to 
the wavering footsteps of his childhood; 
with no stir in his affectionate im- 
pulses save a passionate Jove for a de- 
mented sister. In stirring language he 
spoke of his consignment to the galleys, 
and tore aside his vestments and ex- 
posed to view a gaping and uncica- 
‘trized wound, still red and angry, as if 
tne hissing brand had eaten into his 
shoulder but yesterday. With eyes 
suffused with tears he recounted the 
infamous wrong perpetrated upon the 
poor, innocent. and willess one who was 
nestling so softly and sweetly in his 
heagt. “He gave each detail of the terri- 
ble ‘revenge that drove him for safety 
to the mountains and to their 
comradeship. He painted in ebony 
and with scathing emphasis the féro- 
cious and unparalleled enormities en- 
acted under his leadership. He had 
no way of solving the ingenious tor- 
tures and horrible cruelties of his sug- 
gestion, but as frantic efforts to avert 
the thrusts and goads of an accusing 
conscience. With accents attuned to 
tenderness he told them of the super- 
natural visitation of his dead but now 
beatified sister in the cavern hard by, 
and of her apotheosis with her darling 
baby; of the sudden remorse that 
crushed his soul as with the 
weight of Alps, and his solemn vow to 
a new and penitent life if the good God 
would spare and aid him. He did not 
hesitate to inform them that the fever 
he plead, as an excuse for not accom- 
panying them on the ensuing morning, 
was an entire fabrication. It was 
simply an innocent device to escape 
their further contact without personal 


danger, and to seek immediate spirit- 
ual advice. He passed in rapid review 
his torturing despair in the doleful cell 
of the monastery; the cheering utter- 
ances of the biessed Mother of God; 
the pardon he wrested at last, inebri- 
ating his soul with ravishing and inef.- 
fable delight; his arduous and unre- 
mitted studies in qualification of priest- 
hood, and his joyous ordination. 

With an earnestness that could not 
but enforce credence, he assures them 
that amid all histribulations and pleas- 
urable emotions he had ever at heart 
the temporal and spiritual welfare of 
his dear mountain associates, and that 
he was constantly imploring the Great 
Benevolence tor a proper opportunity 
to win them over to honest vocation 
and purity of thought. 
the wound of their leader Anselmo as 
an especial providence. Through its 
means, with -his scarlet sins washed 
away, he had been adopted into tne 
fold of the Good Shepherd. He now 
communicated to them the news 
brought to the monastery by the mendi- 
cant friar. It came upon him, he said, 
with terror of heart and tremble of 
limb, and yet it was God’s richest 
blessing under disguise. He related 
that, fortifiel with proper credentials 
from his superior, he repaired with all 
haste tothe Archbishop of Toledo, and, 
in his company, to Madrid. Through 
the intercession of this influential 
| primate the sovereign had graciously 

remitted the penalties upon 
them, with complete amnesty for the 
past, upon condition of perpetual ban- 
ishment from their native land. A 
reservation was made in his (Father 
Estevan’s)behalf upon bis consent to jife 
immurement in monastic seclusion.

scene.. Those coarse and bronzed an 

scarred ‘and crime-stained men. dis- 
solved in tears, crowded about the poor 
Strap weary almost to fainting by his 
ate exertion, and seized and caressed 
his hands and planted rough kisses 
upon his cheeks, and in voices broken 
by sobs implored him to be their 
friend and guide and counsellor in 
the strange country tq which they 
wese impelled, and they promised im- 
plicit obedience to his every behest. 
He told them he must return to 
his old tell in the monastery and wres- 
tle in praver, and that God and the 
mother would, direct bim in the right. 
Embracing each in turn, he bade them 
a kind and tearful adieu, and descend- 
ing a mountain path, was soon lost 
from their sight. Upon his disappear- 
ance the robbers, upon the suggestion 
of Anselmo, hurriedly proceeded to 
the tavern and extracted therefrom 
their weapons and jewelry and casks 
of vintage and fiery liquids, and rich 
stores of merchandise—the accumula- 
tions of years—and with boisterous 
gree applied a torch to the massive 
pile. 

The return of Father Estevan was 
hailed with delight by the good abbot. 
He was quite advanced in years and 
much enteebled with disease, and he 
earnestly besought-his esteemed friend 
to become his successor in the priory. 
It was certainly a sore temptation. 
In the calm and placidity of a mon- 
astic life there would be welcome 


tic struggle and toa soul fevered and 
near distraught by religious enthu- 
siasm—but right behind him were his 
dear mountain associates wbo had so 
meekly bowed to his admonition, and 
so piteously implored his guidance and 
companionship. In this painful hesita- 
tion he repaired once more to his 
gloomy and deserted cell, and he s;ent 
long hours in fervent 
spiritual illumination. While thus 
struggling in vacillation and distress- 
ing doubt the form of his sainted sister, 
still clinging to her darling babe, floated 
in his presence, and she swept his 
aching brow with a celestial kiss, and 
pointed to a @istant group of rough 
and shaggy men, with women and 
children nervously clutching at their 
arms; and their gaze was concentrated 
upon a big ship in the offing, and upon 
the face of each was an expres- 
sion of helplessness and paralyzing 
despair. The vision passed away 
—and then he knew his duty. 
Bidding a sad and tearful farewell to 
the inmates of the monastery he started 
forth, with scrip and staff, upon his 
journey to the distant ocean strand. 
In descending a declivity that over- 
looks a seaport town he descried his 
mountgin triends assembled on the 
beach surrounded by their wives and 
children and sweethearts. They recog- 
nized him at once from his priestly 
garb; and you may be sure cheer after 
cheer rent the welkin. 

In due time the vessel reached its 
destination, and the hopeful and joyous 
emigrants proceeded upon their pil- 
grimage to the interior. 

In a little while neat tenements 
sprang up, and in their midst a chaste 
ae. and from its belfry rang out 
the Angelus and the summons to holy 
mass. 

It was plain to see that Father Este- 
van was the soul and cheer and energy 
of this prosperous community. Ming- 
ling unobtrusively in their v4rious pur- 
suits, he would listen with pationce 
and suggest with modesty. te had 
‘ever a chirruping and _ inspirating 
word for the despondent. He did not 
lash vicious thought or’ nefarious act, 
but with the soft cadence of a loving 
mother or sister, counsel to better 
things. He was their intermediary in 
their discordances and their counselor 
in mental and bodily afflictions. They 
ran to bim in all their weaknesses as 
children to a kind parent, and he was 
tireless and unflagging to their good. 
He was never weary of inculcating 
temperunce and economy and frugality 
and application to secular pursuits and 
industrial honor and_ personal in- 
dependence, and purity of morals and 
kindness ot ‘heart, and chastity of 
thought and person, and sweetness of 
family life and mild acceptation of 
death, a glorious resurrection and 
eternal commune with the spirit of ail 
power and goodness. 

But old age crept on apace and the 
good father became very weary. 
Though his heart seemed to expand 
more and more in cheerfulness and 
buoyancy, he became painfully con- 
scious of a fast impairment of his men- 
tal as well as physical faculties. Inor- 
dinate crime and poignant remorse and 
austerities of penance and the present 
arduous and unremitted duties had 
about wrecked the once sturdy and 
crank vessel. 

It became necessary to entrust his 
beloved and dutiful charges to younger 
and more vigorous hands. 

Itis not worth while to recite by 
what chance he secured repose and a 
sanctuary in the mission of San Fer- 
nando. “‘Could not,’’ concludes Father 
Antonio, ‘“‘my best and dearest of 
friends have well appropriated the 
laudatory words of St. Paul, *‘I have 
ae ay the good fight; [ have kept the 
faith, Il have finished my course.”

FARM AND RANGE, 


PEACTICAL EXPERIENCK IN 
GROWING FUKEST TREES. 


The Shape of Seed Corn—Horses Del- 
jcate Feeders — The Term of a 
Oow's Usefulness—Fruit and Orna- 
‘mental Trees—Notes. 


Deciduous fruit, which is much later 
here than in the early sections of 
Northern California, is now beginning 
to ripen with us. There are doubtless 
many sheltered nooks in Southern 
California where fruit could be raised 
as early, if not earlier, than in the 
Vaca Valley, but they have not yet 
been sought out or developed. Our 
chief attention has hitherto been given 
to the orange and grape. The high 
prices realized by such fruits as apri- 
cots, peaches, apples and pears in Los 
Angeles shouid lead to the extensive 
planting of those fruits. The local 
tanueries will probably start up on 
“apricots within a couple of weeks. 

The question of labor to gather the 
products of our orchards and vineyards 
is still attracting much attention, and 
many solutions of the difficulty have 
been proposed. It is suggested that 
there are many ladies and girls who 
would be glad to earn a little money 
during the fall in the healthy occupa- 
tion of fruit-picking and packing if 
they could be assured of decent accom- 
modation. Some charitable organiza- 
ticns of San Francisco are taking the 
matter up. 

We would again call attention to the 
protitable opening which exists in 
Southern California for persons of 
small capital to go into the dairy and 
poultry business. Chickens, eggs and 
butter continue to be imported from 
the East in very large quantities. — 


Practical Forestry. 
LR. Douglas in Garden and Forest.| 

Until about 85 years ago no one had 
succeeded in growing conifers from 
seed in America, except under glass. 

nsequentiy our American nurseries 
with imported seedlings 
of the foreign kinds, and with native 
seedlings collected in the forests. 

i had seen large quantities grown 
in. the full sunlight in the north of 
@ngiand as easily as carrots, and with 
no sbelter, and therefore began by in- 
vesting $70 in seeds of the common 
Kuropean kinds, and in _ several 
hundredweight of seeds of the native 
kinds collected for me in the Green 
Mountains. 1 sowed them on four 
acres; they germinated finely, and were 
uw beautiful sight. I had about a week 
of unalloyed pleasure, except for an 
hour pow and then consumed in won- 
dering where a market could be fouud 
for such a large amount of stock. 

This problem, however, was soon 
solved. <A bright day, a guthering 
thunder-shower, a heavy rain and the 
sudden resapearance of the scorching 
sun at about2p.m. I went to examine 
my seedlings and found them all down 
flat, damped off or scorched off, except 
a part of those latest in starting that 
were just breaking ground. I imme- 
diately sent for 4000 feet of lumber, 
and this, with the help of an adjoining 
rail rence, was soon worked up into a 
shelter, but at the end of the season 
20t one seedling was left. 

ishould gladly have given up and 
made no further experiments, but I 
had announced that success was com- 
ing, and it was too late to retreat. So 
I took to the woods and studied the 
surroundings of the seedlings in the 
forests. It was plain that Nature had 
a decided advantage over me, as it cost 
her nothing for ‘seeds, and she appar- 
ently did not raise more than one or 
two trees from 1,000,000 of them. 

Finally, atter the next winter was 
nearly over, and I had secured a large 
stock éf seed for spring sowing, I be- 
thought me of several hundred gunny 


in a steamboat warehouse. Securing 
them, we sowed our seed in four-feet, 
beds, stretched the gunny bags tightly 
on the frames one foot from the ground, 
and succeeded in raising a fair crop, as 
the bags let the rain through evenly. 

It was soon evident that the more 
— the sacking was, the less the 
plants damped off, showing that they 
required more sunlight. We _ then 
built frames of lath, leaving spaces be- 
tween. Experiments were made to 
ascertain the degrees of sunlight most 
favorable to the seedlings, and it was 
found that we succeeded best when 
one-inch spaces were left between the 
laths, with the frames they rested ou 
Bix inches high. We followed this 


we found it almost impossible to get 

the of lath we needed, as at 

the lumber mills.they were only pre- 

= to sell a certain propertion of 
th with a cargo of lumber. 

Tinally, over 20 years ago, we 
adopted our present mode of shading 
with posts, poles and brush. Not that 
we consider it cheaper or better than 
the lath screens, but the material can 
be more readily obtained. Rows of 
posts seven feet high are set 10 teet 
apart and eight feet distant in the 
rows. Fenceboards six or eight»inches 
wide and 16 feet longare nailed upon 
these at the top. Slender poles are 
laid across, and on these are placed 
branches of trees with the leaves on 
them. The beds are four feet wide, 
and are laid out so that the rows of 
posts run up the middle of each alter- 
nate bed. 

If the soil is tenacious we throw it up 
in ridges the previous fall. The beds 
are raked very fine, the seeds sown dry 
in spring broadcast, and raked in, the 
fine seeds lightly, the larger seeds more 
deep! We cannot protect the seeds 


conveniently as with lath screens, but 
must cover them with brush or straw, 
or they will be scratched out. 

_ ‘The seeds aresown thickly, the Euro- 
pean larch more thickly than the 
others, as the imperfect seed cannot be 
separated, for they are merchantable, 
when one-third to one-half are “blind” 
seeds. From the time the seedlings 
appear above ground until they begin 
their second growth, they are liable to 
“damp off” during murky weather, in 
which case the screens must be taken 
off; but great care must be taken to 
have them replaced without loss of 
time whtn the sun appears. 

We formerly used dry sand sprinkled 
over the beds to cheek the damping off, 
but could perceive little or no benefit 
from it. ‘Rich soil encourages dam 
img off.”” The beds must be thoroughly 
hand-weeded during the summer. Late 
in autumn the beds should be covered 
with forest leaves, with a light cover- 
ing of straw or brush to prevent their 
being blown off. Larches are usua!! 
thinned out of the beds at one year old, 


The Shape ofr Seed Corn. 
{American Cultivator.] 
Plumpness and weight are generally 
regarded as important characteristics 
in small seed grain. In very rich soil 
this may not make so much difference, 
but plump, full-weignht oats and barley 


better results than that which is some- 
what sbriveled. The latter shows a 
lack, of the material which Nature 
stofes in all seed for nourishing the 
germ uutil the root gets hold.of the 
soil. It has not been generally thought 
that this was important in selecting 
graiusof corn. Yet it, may be, and 
some experiments show that it prob-, 
ubly is. A few years ago, at the New 
York experimental station, a trial was 
made of corn from various parts of the 
ear. Rather curiously, that from the 
tip end produced the ae and 
best plants, that from the butt 
the next, and that from the mid- 
die of the ear the poorest. All were 
equally sound and dry. The explana- 
tion seemed to be that the tip end 
grains bad room to expand into the 
round, full proportions that this grain 
naturally produces if given room. The 
grains at the butt-end were somewoat 
compressed, but not so much 60 as 
those ‘in the middle of the ear, where 
they set so closely as to crowd each 
other. We have often seen the ti 
and butts of corn broken off, and only 
the middle used for seed. In fact, we 
have done this ourselves, but this ex- 
periment by Dr. Sturtevant taught us 
a lesson on this subject. In most corn 
with poorly fertilized blossoms there 
are many ears imperfectly filled out. In 
these the grains stand widely apart 
and grow in round at This corn, 
if it has been thoroughly dried before 
freezing, makes better seed than the 
a ears that are generally se- 
ected, 


Delicate Feeders. - 

Horses have small stomachs; remem- 
ber this. A good plan is to divide 
corn rations into three daily portions, 
the hay two. Many object to giving 
hay just previous to work, as it dis- 
tends the stomach and causes the 
animal inconvenience. 

Delicate feeders must be tempted to 
take their rations, and such should 
never be fed too strongly at one time. 
““A Scotch plate’’ is a rule very gener- 
ally observed in England—everything 
cleaned up before placing other food in 
or mangers. A little linseed 
boiled toa jelly and mixed with corn 
is very seductive. Hay damped and 
salted will tempt others. Beans, a 
double handful, are a relish in weakly 
subjects, pale malt for the convalescent 
or indisposed; damp bran and oats are 
engaging for others. Some grooms 
give carrots and tares in small quan- 
tities. Carrots superinduce diabetes if 
given in excessive quantities. The 
peculiar habits of horses demand the 
attention of all horse owners and 
grooms. A sufliciency of flesio is all 


‘that is required, and not “hog fat’’ 


or “beastly fat,’’ as some phrase it. 


The Term of a Cow's Usefainess. 
[Kansas City Live-Stock Journal.] 

Many dairymea and others, who 
miik cows for profit, believe that when 
a cow reaches the age of 7 or 8 her use- 
ful years are over, and that she should 
be replaced by one eg But other 
things being equal, this is a mistake. 
A cow that has been well cared for, 
with generous rations and proper at- 
tention given to her comfort, through 
all seasons of the year, is better and 
will make a more profitable return at 
8 years old than at an earlier age; in 
other words, she is in her prime, and 
she will continue in this condition 
several years, and will not be consid- 
ered an “old cow’? until 14 or 15 years 
have passed. Cows with first calves— 
at 2 or 3 years—are generally unprofit- 
able in their milk yield, and one really 
good cow between 7 and 8 years old 
will pay a better revenue than two that 
are performing their first year’s duties 
in the dairy herd,and she will probably 
consume but little more food than 6ne 
of the bgp ones. This fact is 
worthy the consideration of those who 
are dairying for prolit. 


Notes. 

Do not forget that there is no danger 
of raising too much good fruit. It is 
the poorer quality of fruit that usually 
overstocks the market and sells at low 
prices. 

The castor-oil bean plant is a very 
nice ornamental plant, and has tHe ad- 
vantage of standing until hard frost. 
The foliage is very nice,while the plant 
makes a rapid growth. 

After the orchard is well established, 
whatever cultivation or stirring of the 
soil is giver, should be done shallow. 
The roots should be disturbed and in- 
jured as little as possible. 


It is strongly recommended to sow a 
few lettuce seed among the strawber- 
ries. This is upon the idea that cut 
worms prefer lettuce to strawberry 
plants, and by sowing the lettuce the 
strawberry plants will be saved. 

Irregularity in the amount of food 
given the cow will cause her sometimes 
to dry up. So will worrying, fast 
driving or excitement of any kind, as 
animals giving milk are very sensitive to 
bad treatment or surrounding influ- 
ences. 


California increased its acreage in 
prunes this year, but the unfavorable 
weather during the blossoming period 
diminished the yield considerably. It 
is, however, expected now that the 
quantity willbe double that secured 
last year. Santa Clara county is the 
principal pruge section. 

In ordering fruits or ornamental 
trees, the fact should not be forgotten 
that the older the trees get the less 
they are adapted to transplanting, and 
the more work and care will be re- 
quired to make them live and securea 


good growth, All things considered, 
rs will be better to select younger 
rees. 


A difference of four quarts of milk 
per day. at the low price of 2 cents per 
quart makes for 300 days $24, which is 
the interest on $400 for a year.

CALLED TO ACCOUNT. 


Suit Against Agent Richardson of 
the"O. U. Combination. 
Following ‘is the San Franciseo Chron- 

cle’s report of the suit pending against-A;- 

Richardson, agent of the so-called “Cali- 

fornia Associated Press.” The suit is 

brought by Richardson’s late employer, the 

Associated Press, which demands restitu- 

tion of moneys claimed by it to have been 

improperly withheid and appropriated by 

Richardson while acting as ageut for the 

plaintiff. The Chronicle says: 

“In order to explain the suit a little more 
of the defendant’s eariier history must be 
recited. In 1883 he was appointed Pacific 
Coast agent for the Western Associated 
Press. For a time the new appointee 
seemed to do well, and his accounts were 
rendered with the greatest promptitude and 
exactness. He went so far as to send de- 
tailed accounts of his pett’ office expenses 
to New York, all accompamied by youchers, 
Half a dozen postal cards, a piece of blot- 
ting paper, a rubber or a | yencil, were 
all entered up, and the sum of 5 cents was 
not too small to account for in detail. After 
he had been for a short time in the employ- 
ment of his new office he found that help 
was necessary, and although it had been’ 
agreed that he should pay for such he|p out 
of his own salary, he nevertheless asked 
that it should be borne by the Associated 
Press, and the request was granted. 

“Whilestill in the employ of the Western 
Associated Press, Riebardson undertook, 
concurrently with his business-as agent of 
the Associated Press, to. also become the 
agent of the California Associated Press, a 
local association and a wou'd-be rival of the 
Associated Press, a course which resulted in 
his resignation being demanded. Although 
his official career ceased on March 1, 1887, 
part of his employe r ved his salary 

“Prior to severing his connection with 
the Associated Press, Richard<on was re- 
peatedly called upon to send to the head 
Office a full statement of his accounts, and 
to remit the moneys which he had received 
during his incumbency of the agency, but 
the directory of the association was unable 
to procure a statement from him until Aprii 
1, 1887, when they succeeded in extracting 
from him $177 and an account showing that 
he had received $5756 from different coast 
papers between January, 1836, and May, 
} 1887, but principally during the last-named 
mouth, -Accompanying this statement was 
a veluminous account of money expended, 
as Richardson alleged, in the service of the 
Associated Press, and amountipg in all to 
about $5679, the sum now sued for. 

“The statement of disbursements con- 
tains 151 voucher’ for expenses alleged to 
have been made for the Associated Press, 
dating back as tar “as December, 1883. 
Some of the items are for postage stamps, 
messenger boys, ete., in sums of 10 cents 
and upwards, ‘lhe chief items are, how- 
ever, a month extra salary from January 
1, 1884, 40 July 1, 1°86, and $105 a month 
extra from tne latter date till the time his 
services were dispensed with in March, 
1857, making a total of #3345. These in- 
creases of salary Richardson fixed for him- 
self. He claims that under his manage- 
ment the b 
doubled. 8s claims for an increased sal- 
ary are also based upon an alleged conver- 
Sation with the representative of the Asso- 
ciated Press in Chicago at the time of his 
engagement as Pacific Coast agent.

only once did Richardson make 
written ae for an_ increase, 
namely, in 1887, when he was allowed to re- 
sign. Another item is salary for two men 
dating back to October 1, 1884, and amount- 
ing to $1170. These men Richardson em- 
rs to do the work of the California As- 
sociated Press, and he boldly charges them 
to the Western Associated Press. These 
items of salaries for himself and employés 
amount to $4515, and the balance is made 
up of petty expenses. Richardson has 
maintained a sullén silence since his 
alleged statement of disbursements was re- 
jectéd, and so suit has been commenced, 
How he will explain why the little items 
were omitted in his accounts, rendered 
month by month, and why he imagined his 
services have been so valuable, Richardson 
will have an opportunity of explaining in 
open court, unless he thinks it better to 
pay up.”

His Name to Go Before the 
Convention. 


A Day of Doubts Among the Different 
Delegati: ns. 


The Coast’ Boom for Blaine Thougbt 
to Ba Only Skin-deep,

‘Adherents Now Namber Over 826 end Are

CHicaGo, June 17.—|By the Assdéciated 
Press.| The great crowd of President- 
makers, who have waited so long and 
patiently for some light and a more 
pleasant situation, are likely to be 
gratified. There have been no im- 
portant developments, but tomorrow morn- 
ing Mr. Depew is to announce his con- 
clusion concerning his candidacy. Since his 
arrival Depew has been busy sounding repre- 
sentatives from the West as to the advisa- 
bility of his candidacy. He has sent for 
many leading men of Wisconsin, Miune- 
sota, Kansas, Nebraska and other States, 
and the result of his inquiries has not been 
reassuring. Depew had a conference today 
with Marvin Hugnitt of the Northwestern 
roae, who has been collecting evidence 
concerning the granger prejudice against a 
railroad President in the Northwest. The 
Statement is made tonight, on good 
authority, that Mr. Depew will, in the 
moroing, announce his withdrawal from 
the contest, having become satisfied that 
the convention is in no mood to nominate 
him. This certainly is Depew’s decision 
tonight, though he may change his mind 
before morning. In the whole field, New 
York excepted, there is not a sign of devel- 
opment. On Saturday everybody had been 


been waiting on Depew. Tomorrow 
Depew is to speak. .Then the scramble 
begins, and there is universal timidity 
about making a move in any direction. 
Everybody is afraid to show ahand. The 
delegations uncommitted are inclined to 
skulk behind a favorite man and await 
developments. 
DELEGATES WITH MANY MINDS, 

Many of the delegates are men of inde- 
pendent thinking, and declare that they 
will exefcise their individual preferenzes. 
“ven the leaders are not likely to agree. 
Five New York delegates are for Gresham.

It might truthfully be said that most of 
the Presidential movements were at a 
standstill during today, waiting on New 
York. There is, however; more recognition 
of the positive strength of Sherman. 
Miller claims 10 votesin New York for the 
Ohio man, and it is conceded that Quay has 
35 votes for Sherman in Pennsylvania. 
This gives Sherman about 126 votes in the 
North, which, added to his 200 in the South, 
makes his strength formidabie. He has 
been greatly weakened today by the as- 
saults of the Pacific Coast meh, who have 
been strongly opposing him. Over all 
hangs the Blaine movement. While the 
Californians made no serious impressions 
on Saturday, the perplexities of the situa- 
tion are so gréat that some of the delegates 
seem to find relief in going back to Blaine.

CHIcAGo, June 17.—[By the Associated

THE FUNERAL PROGRAMME. 

The ceramonies at the castle of Freder- 
ickskron tomorrow wifl begin with a per- 
formance ot Bach’s “Bald rufst du mich 
zu hocheren friedem;” then the sghoral, 
“Jesus, meine zuversich,” will be sung and 
the chaplain will offer a prayer and bless 
the remains, ‘After the sfnging of the 
choral, “Wenn ich einal soll scheiden,” 
the coffin will be carried out of the castle, 


- During the removal of the body the choral, 


“I Know That My Redeemer Liveth,” will 
be sung. The church bells will toll from 
the time the funeral procession enters 
Frederickskirche and again after the firing 
of the artillery salute. The body will be 
removed froin the catafalque by 12 officers 
of the body guard and borne to the funeral 
car escorted by the Court Chamberiain. 
The ministers of State, bearing the insignia 
of royalty, will join in the proceesion. 

The ceremony in the church will be con- 
ducted in accordance with the instructions 
given in the last testament of the deceased, 
Chaplain Kegel and other clergymen offi- 
ciating. . 

The behavior of the new Emperor is that 
of a dutiful and loving son. He does not 
allow many hours to pass without inquining 
for his mother, and her menner toward hin 
is wost motherly and affectionate. Her 
Majesty has not decided as to where she 
will go from Potsdam. There is some talk 
of her going to Switzerland. 

_ RESULT OF THE POST MORTEM. 

The post-mortem examination was con- 
fined to a dissection of the neck and larynx 
and Jungs. In the larynx, which was found 
to have been destroyed by suppuration, was 


a cancer about the size of a clenched fist. | 


Dr. Mackenzie states in the report, which 
he prepared at the command of Emperor 
William, that the disease was beyond doubt 
cancer of the larynx. He adds that the 
diagnosis was rendered very difficult as the 
disease attacked the cartilages of the 
larynx at the outset and alterward. de- 
veloped chiefly in the lower part of the 
cartilage. 

The National Zeitung says that the 
aniopsy proved that the larynx was. com- 

letely destroyed by cancer, and that putrid 

ronchitis existed. There was aiso 1nflam- 
mation of the ramifications of the bronchial 
tubes into which putrescent particles had 
entered. The whole larynx w-s in a state 
of suppuration and was a soft lumpy mass 
with scarcely a ce of cartilaginous 
structure remaining. ‘There was nothing to 
_show the existence. of a perforation of the 
walls separating the trachea and wsopagus. 
The choking sensation from which the 
Emperor suffered during the last days of his 
life, which was attributed to such perfora- 
tion, appears to have been really due to the 
destruction of the cartilage. The direct 
na of death is given as paralysis of the 
ungs. 

An imperial decree summons the Reich- 
stag to assemble on the 25th inst. 

The Empress has rent Dr. Mackenzie a 
valuable trinket which belonged to the de- 
ceased Emperor, and which possesses 
further vaiue as being connected with 
Queen Victoria and the Empress.

MARKS OF RESPECT. 

LonpDox, June 17.—Special services for 
the dead German Emperor, with funeral 
anthems and processionals, were held in the 
churches throughout Great Britain today. 

A special to the Pall Mall Gazette from 
Simla says that orders have been given for 
the firing of minute guns at the forts and 
stations there tomorrow, as a mark of re- 
spect forthe memory of Emperor Freder- 
ick.

Hostile Comments on Emperor Will- 
iam’s First Orders. 

VIENNA, June 18.—Morning.—[By Cable 
and Associated Press.| Vienna’s opinion 
of Emperor William’s preclamation is not 
very favorable. The Neue Freie Presse, 
in a cautions article, says: ‘Frederick, as 
a victorious general, had no need of boast- 
ing. William, onthe other hand, was only 
a boy when the great battles which eastab- 
lished the German Empire were fought.”

Some Exquisite Works of Japanese 
Art—A New Style of Landseape 
Painting—Some Foreign Innova- 
tions — Native Skill—A Change 
Foreshadowed. 


It. 

Japanese art is exhaustive in its ex- 
tent and variety and the more it is 
Studied in connection with the habits 
and the civilization of the Empire the 
more enigmatical does it become. 

The pictorial art of Japan has its de- 
fects. it also has its peculiar strength 
and native force of expression. Corean 
and Chinese art are the base upon 
Which it was primitively founded, but 
the native genius and the deftness of 
touch peculiar to the Japanese enabled 
them while naturalizing this art to 
stamp it with an unmistakable origi- 
Hality. 

But the pictorial art of Japan, just 
as the world is-beginning to appreciate 


it and to utilize it is under- 
going a change. The proud isola- 
tion of the. Empire is ended. Its 


doors have been thrown open to the 
western nations. Swift and radical 
changes are taking place among the 
people with the influx of the new life 
which comes with the era of 
ioreign travel and foreign treaties, 
Tie early styles of painting, which ig- 
nored perspectiye, anatomy and chiar- 
rascuro, will soon give piace to a new 
school, with which the science of Eu- 
ropean art may become incorporated. 
But the beauty and strength of native 
skill will not be lost, although some- 
what may be detracted from the ro- 


lance ef Japanese pictorial painting 


as it now exists. 

I was studying a short time since 
some landscapes by different Jupanese 
artists. (ne was from a picture by 
Renzan Gantoku, belonging to the 
Ganku school, 1850. It was a dim and 
misty scene, with a hint of poetic beauty 
in its faint lights, but it was conven- 
tional in treatment and deficient in

variety of detail. The river flowed 
dully, and the heavens were almost a 
blank, save for the faint outline of a 
lotty mountain peak, whose summit 
towered almost to the zenith as it rose 
from ap impossible plain in {he distant 
background. 

But there are many pictures by 
Hokusai and his pupils,as well as 
other native artists, which offer wond- 
derful suggestions, particularly of rain 
effects. saw, not long since, a ‘“‘Ruin 
Scene” from a painting by Rioko of 
the Shijo school, 1840, 5 paves looked 
upon a picture truer to Nature than 
this. here was a forest-clad bill, 
down which the heavy mists were 
sweeping, the advance harbingers of 
the storm. Upon the darkened heighths 
it was easy to fancy that the heavy 
drops were failing. Lim and shadowy, 
like ghosts, looked the trees through 


their watery veil. Only the far, faint 
tops showed above the mistysea. There 
was a power of expression in its tout 


ensemble which seemed to impart to it 
the onward sweep of the tempest. You 
could almgst hear the rush of the storm 
and the wild sweep of the rain into the 
valley. Above was the tempest; be- 
low the calm valley in the hush which 
precedes the outbreak of Nature’s 
wrath. 

The Japanese artist is unsurpassed 
in his power of expressing the thin, in- 
tangible veil of mists which hover low 
above the plains when the sunset is 
darkening and the twilight falls, veil- 
ing all things in a film of beauty. 

jn painting a winter landscape the 
Japanese artist oiten succeeds in 


ro- 
ducing the most perfect eff-cts with a 
trifling amount of manual effort. The 


white surface of his paper or silk he 
leaves to represent the snow which 
covers mountains and valleys, and he 
places a few skillful sweeps here and 
there of dilute ink, and lo! the marvel 
of the landscape appears, with the sky 
und the earth wrapped in the gray and 
gloomy atmosphere of aclouded winter 
day. I have seen pictures strong in 
effect, which were produced by a few 
dozen strokes of the painter’s brush, 
and which would have been made no 
more effective had a thousand touches 
brish been added to detail and 
nish. 
Says the author of “Pictorial Arts in 
Japan:”’ more naturalistic artists 
of the last 100 years have done much 
toward the creation of a new style in 
landscape painting. They are still in- 
fluenced to some extent by the example 
of their predecessors, and even yet 
hold aloof trom the complications of 
and chiaroscuro; but their 
rushes, inspired by the- scenery they 
have and with which | are per- 
give to the tout en- 
semble of their work a variety and sym- 
pathy that would scarcely exist in the 
most scitntific rendering of the subject 
by a foreign hand, while at the same 
time the inate and delicate sense of 
beauty, and the unvarying precision of 
touch inherited from the old Kanos 
and Tosas,add graces of execution 
that might go far to propitiate the 
most uncompromisin anti-impres- 
sionist. There is simplicity and truth 
combined in many of the landscape 
sketches of modern artists that will 
not fail to be recognized by those 
familiar with the scenes depicted, and 
by all lovers of art.”’ 
ub just here I want to pause a mo- 
ment, and allow my readers to enjoy, 
as well as they can thremgh the inter- 
pretation of my pen, some charming. 
bits of Japanese art of the very rarest 
produced, which, through the kindness 
ot Mr. Sloane, of Sloane & Mudge, I 
had an opportunity of studying this 
afternoon. They belong to a lady of 
this city, presented to her by a friend 
in Japan, a connoiseur in Japanese 
art. Had you stepped into my room 
you would have seen spread out upon 
my writing desk an exquisitely beauti- 
ful Japanese teaset, of the most deli- 
cate chinaware, which was decorated 
with fishes and tortoises. The tech- 
nique and perfection of finish and col- 
oring are indescribable. Lt is the liviny 
animal that is depicted, wanting only 
breath and motion—and even these, if 
it were possible to paint them, would 
be there. You would think the tor- 
toise-shell, by proper process, could be 
lifted from the body of the animal, and 
the scales upon the fish, so minute yet 
so distinctly outlined, so perfect in col-. 
oring, could be detected” by the touch 
of your finger.. The colors used are 
most harmoniously blended. In color 
the ware approaches the palest cold 
blue of a fresh-water lake. re- 
minded me also of the waters of the 
Bering Sea, as | have observed them 
in certain lights, when perhaps there 
were white clouds above dropping the 
faintest shade upon its waters, modi- 
fying the strength of the sunlight. 
Then there are pale yellow sands 
where the tortoises Jay, or over which 
they are traversing. Did Nature 
paint them, or the deft hand of some 
wonderful artist? Could any hand not 
trained by highest culture. produce 
such effects? Could any eye not large 
visioned perceive such infinite delicacy 
of shade and color? Where is the sun 
hiding that we do not see his face 


that lake in whose waters glide those 
perfect fish? ©, wondrous art of 
Japan, from whence its inspiration? 
Whence the soul which inspires the 
native artist and imparts the skill to 
roduce these magical effects? Let us 
now more of these wonderful people 
and the civilization of which their art 
is the evangel.

CONSUMPTION. 


From consumers, “to waste away,” usually 
applied to the advanced stage of lung disease. 
The following are prominent symptoms in
